“The way the battle happened was 
like this,’’ said Friedberg. “It wss 
Fourth of July, and I knew Goldstein 
would have his store open because 2ll 
the other stores would be closed. So T 
went out to his place at 4512 Easton 
avenue to tell him he should buy somos 
fine blue serge suits which I was sell- 
ing at a bargain. 

Blue Suits and Union Suits. 

“When I went in his store he was 


waiting on a customer and I sat down.. 


There was a book on the _ table 
and I picked it up. It was a history 
of the battle of Gettysburg. Soon Gold- 
stein finished with his customer and 
he came to me end said: ‘I see you are 
reading a goed bock. What dd you 
think of that battle of Gettysburg?’ 

“I smiled and said to him: ‘Mr. Gold- 
stein, I am partial to the Union side, 
because I have some blue suits to sell 
this morning.’ 

“He said to me: 
any union suits.’ 

“I explained that I wasn’t selling 
union suits, but fine blue serge suits 
which were a bargain. 

“Then he said: ‘I’m partial to the 
Confederate sid? because I want to buy 
some gray suits this morning, and I 
don’t want any of your blue suits at 
any price.’ 

“Got Me in an Angle.” 

“TI didn’t like this way of talking and 
I told him that my blue suits were bet- 
ter than any gray suits he cou.d buy, 
and he got mad and made a rerular 
Pickett’s charge on me and got me in 
an angle between the shirt counter and 
the hosiery and hit me on the head with 
a hammer.

WINGHELL GOES 10 
U.P. 2 NEW FRISCO 
RECEIVERS NAMED 


W. C. Nixon and W. B. Biddle 
Will Act in Co-operation With 
Thomas H. West. 


Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment in New York, Saturday, that 
Benjamin L. Winchell, one of the orig- 
inal receivers of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco railroad, a position from 
which he resigned, had been appointed 
director of traffic for the Union Pacific 
railroad, an order was filed in the 
Federal Court here appointing William 
C. Nixon and William B. Biddle his 
successors in the receivership. The 
appointment of Nixon and Biddle was 
forecast in late editions of the. Post- 
Dispatch Friday. 

The resignation of Winchell will take 
effect July 14 and on the same day 
Nixon and Biddle are to assume their 
new duties. 

Order by Judge Sanborn. 

The new appointees, according to the 
order which was written by Judge San- 
born, are to act as co-receivers with 
Thomas H. West, and are to be invest- 
ed with all the power and authorit~ 
which tlhe original receivers were givéii. 
Judge Sanborn specifies that Nixon and 
Biddle are to furnish $100,000 security 
bond each. The expense of procuring 
and continuing the bond shall be paid by 
the Frisco system. The order does not 
state the amount of compensation the 
new appointees are to receive. 

The appointment of Winchell as di- 
rector of traffic for the Union Pacific 
Railroad becomes effective July 15, the 
day after his resignation from the 
Frisco receivership goes into effect. 

The dissolution proceedings against 
the Southern Pacific-Union Pacific sys. 
tem, of which L. J. Spence was the 
director of traffic, necessitated Spence 
resigning from one of the railroads 
He chose to remain with the Southern 
Pacific, thus creating’ the Union 
Pacific vacancy which Winchell has 
been appointed to fill. 

The new headquarters of Winchell. 
former president of the Frisco system, 
will be in Chicago. 

The Federal Court order naming the 
new receivers was filed’ by Thomas T. 
Fauntleroy,, master in chancery of the 
Frisco receivership. 

Brownsville Road Receiver. 

A receiver was appointed at Houston, 
Tex., Saturday for the Brownsville di- 
vision of the Frisco system, which was 
not included by the original receiver- 
ship, being controlled by a separate cor- 
poration. 

Frank Andrews, a lawyer, was ap- 
pointed receiver by the United States 
Court. The Brownsville division, which 
was built by St. Louisans and sold tu 
the Frisco, consists of about 500 miles 
of railway lines in Southern Texas. 

The receivership will not interfere in 
any way with the operation of the Fris- 
co system by the receivers here, ac- 
cording to General Counsel Evans. In 
time, it has been suggested in railroa:! 
circles the Brownsville division may be 
divorced from Frisco ownership and op- 
erated as an independent system.

HAY SOAKED WITH 
GASOLINE IN BARN 
AND WAREHOUSE 


Thirty Bales.Are Found Scattered 
About the Premises of Big 
Four Transfer. Co. 


Henry Beckemann and Max Cohan, 
who live at 1123 North Tweltf street, 
were awakened at 3:45 a. m,. Saturday 
by the strong fumes of gasoline. They 
feared a fire in their home and made 
a quick investigation of all the rooms, 
but could net locate the source of the 
fumes. They then notified the police. 

Patrolmen sent to investigate lo- 
cated the cause of the odor in the 
warehouse of the Big Four Transfer 
Co., 114 to 1118 North Twelfth street, 
across the street from the Cohan 
home.

prmerens of Meade and Lee 
March Away in Hot Sun Over 
Emmitsburg Road. 


GETTYSBURG, Pa., July 5 Over the 
Emmittsburg road, in the heat of a July 
sun, the veterans of the armies of Meade 
and Lee marched today toward home, 
tired by four days of reunion. 

Thousands of veterans began their 
homeward march after a last exchange 
of greetings with the old and new com- 
rades they found nere. Before night 
more than half of the army of 50,000 
probably will have gone. Tomorrow the 
veterans will be given breakfast, the last 
meal in camp. 

The army tents probably will stand 
there until next week. The regulars 
will stay until the last veteran is gone. 
Some time before the end of the month 
the brown city-will come duwn, the army 
will go back to other tasks and leave the 
field of Gettysburg to memory. 

Only the paths that thousands of feet 
have made through the grass and tim- 
othy, the shady depths of Seminary and 
Cemetery ridges, the observation towers 
that overlook the fleld, the monuments 
that crown the hills and the graves of 
the dead will be left to tell the story of 
the greatest reunion, and if the old men 
who gathered around its fires act as 
they have acted here and talk as they 
talked here, the war between the states 
is really over, so far as those who fought 
in it are concerned. 

H. H. Hodges of Union Hill, N. C., 
died today at a station in Gettysburg, 
as he was preparing to start for home. 
He was dressed in the gray of the 
Confederacy, but, although his ticket 
gave his name, his regiment was not 
indicated. The death of Hodges 
brought the death total to nine during 
the celebration. 

Few eof the Veterans Ill. 

In the five provisional field hospitals 
maintained by the Government in the 
great camp now becoming a thing of 
the past, surprisingly few patients 
linger.

Mulhall) Charges to Be Investi- 
gated by Committee of 
Seven. 


WASHINGTON, ‘July 5.—A ‘‘lobby’”’ 
investigation by the House to cover 
particularly Martin M. Mulhall's charges 
that the National Association of Manu- 
facturers |‘‘influenced present and for- 
mer Congressmen,’ but broad enough to 
cover all alleged lobby activities before 
Congress,dwas provided today by a res- 
olution from the House Rules Commit- 
tee. It would direct a committee of 
seven members appointed by the Speak- 
er to inquire whether the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers or any oth- 
er organization or corporation or as- 
sociation or person, ‘‘or now maintain 
or has maintained heretofore a lobby 
for the purpose of influencing legisia- 
tion by Congress, and ascertain and 
report, to what extent and in what 
manner, if at all, legislation has been 
improperly affected or prevented by 
reason off the existence of said lobby. 
if it be found to exist at all, now or 
heretofore.’’ 

Senators Reed and Walsh after an 
examination of the mass of Mulhall let- 
ters, telegrams and expense accounts 
subpenaed by the Senate Lobby Com- 
mittee haye determined to introduce all 
of the papers as testimony before the 
committeé next week. Every opportu- 
nity will be given to the House to ex- 
amine the letters. 

Wide Authority Provided. 

Under a blanket clause in the reso- 
lution the) House Committee would have 
almiost plenary authority to probe all 
lobbying activity, past or present. Re- 
garding the specific charges of Mul- 
hall, the resolution provides that the 
committee shall determine whether or 
not the lobbyists ‘‘of the National Ag- 
sociation of Manufacturers or the as- 
sociation did in fact, reach or influence. 
whether for business, political or sym- 
pathetic reasons, or otherwise, any rep- 
resentatives and if so, when, by whom 
and in what manner?” 

Chairman Henry of the Rules Com- 
mittee, presented the resolution to the 
House. An agreement was reached to 
allow an hour of general debate and 
opportunity for amendment. 


Leader Mann for the Inquiry. 

Represéntative Levy of New York 
made a vigorous speech opposing the 
invéstigation. “We have had enoug 
investigations,” he said. “They have 
caused unrest and depression in the 
business world and have caused the 
depreciation of a billion dollars in 
The Money Trust investi- 
gation causcd the death of one of the 
greatest m@rchants and one of the 
greatest benefactors in this country.” 

He contended no investigation was 
necessary tv vindidate the integrity 
of the House. 

Republican Leader Mann, tn a vig- 
orous speech, declared he had never 
met a lobby in 16 years in the House. 
He urged the investigation, however. 

“I am eonvinced from my experi- 
ence in the House,” he said, “that 
there are no corrupt men on the floor, 
but there is a plentiful supply of 
cowards. iI believe men on this floor 
are not influenced by the work of 
lobbyists, but that they are influenced 
by the fear of what effect their ac- 
tions ma have in their own dis- 
tricts.”

AND BULGARS IN 
DESPERATE BATTLE 


Unofficial Anhouncement Says 
Turkey Will Remain Neutral 
in Present Struggle. 


—-- 


By Associated Press. 
VIENNA, July 5.—Desperate fightins 


has been in progress between. Bulgari- 
ans and Sergians since yesterday near 
Veles (Koprili), according to the Sofia 
correspondent of the Newé Frele Presse. 
He says Bulgarian troops. repulsed the 
Serviah southern wing with heavy losses 
and expected to oceupy Veles shortly. 
The same correspondent telegraphs 
that a battle, extending over an area of 
50 miles, is being fought north of Salon- 
iki, where 80,000 Greeks are opposed to 
100,009 Bulgarians. The Bulgarians ha‘ 
raade a number of minor attacks since 


last Monday with the object of inducing 
the Greeks to take the offensive. The 
bait was taken and the battle was begun. 
The result is expected to be a deciding 
factor in the Greek and Bulgarian cam- 
paign. 

The strategy of the Bulgarian com- 
manders forced the Greeks to abandon 
several fortified positions near Saloniki, 
Langasa Lake and Beshik Lake. The 
Greeks are now threatened by an out- 
flanking attack by a column of 3,000 
Bulgarians advancing from the South of 
Tahynos Lake. 

It is announced here from an unof- 
ficial] source that Turkey has agfeed 
to remain neutral in the Balkan con- 
flict in return for the concession made 
by Bulgaria in comnection with the war 
indemnity. 


Bulgarians Routed by Greeks in Bat- 
tle of Kilkish. 


SALONIKI, July 5.—The battle of Kil- 
kish, in progress several days, has ended 
in the complete rout of the Bulgarians 


who evacuated the town in disorder, 
abandoning 60 field guns and quick firers. 
Kilkish is in flames. The Gre:ks con- 
tinue their advance. 

The battle for-the possession of Kil- 
kish continued throughout Thursday 
The Greek right wing. drove the Bul- 
garians into the mountains beyond Livo- 
van, while the center made a vigorous 
frontal attack on Kilkish, with which 
the Bulgarians still retained contact. 
The 14th Bulgarian division, under com- 
mand of Gen. Dimintrieff, was stationed 
here. 

Towards midnight the Bulgarians made 
a violent surprise attack, with strong 
forces, which the Greeks repelled. The 
fourth Greek division made an impe- 
tuous counter attack and occupied the 
height east of Kilkish. 

The big siege guns, which gave suc?p 
wonderful results at Janing, were em- 
ployed against Kilkish batteries, whils 
attacking parties made a flank move- 
ment. 

These operations proved successful and 
Kilkish was occupied. Seventeen Bul- 
garian siege guns were captured. The 
Bulgarians fled in the direction of 
Demirhissar. 

The next battle is expected in the 
defiles of Strymon, near Demirhissar. 


Greeks Capture Lahana, the Key to 
Serres. 

SALONIKI, July 6.—The Greel troops 
today captured from the Bulgarians the 
small town of Lahana, on the railroad 
from Saloniki to Serres. It ig consid- 
ered the most important position in the 
vicinity and the key to Serres, which lies 
about twenty miles to the northeast. 
The losses on both sides were considera- 
ble. 


Turkey Will Improve Opportunity, Is 
Belief. ? 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July §.—The Ot- 
toman Government has act decided what 
action it «vill take in view of the Balkan 
situation but the opinion prevails that 
Turkey will not allow the opportunity to 
escape of obtaining some material and 
moral benefit from the clash between the 
allies.

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THE HYDRAULICS OF FINANCE. 

The water supply of a city would be more ef- 
fective if collected in one reservoir than if dis- 
tributed among 12 or 15 tanks, says Senator 
Weeks. His illustration negatives the particular 
point he intended to emphasize against the new 
national bank bill. 

It is the water supply, not of a city, but of an 
entire country for which the bill is to provide. 
One of the possibilities against which it is ex- 
pressly designed to guard is the collecting of 
water in one great reservoir somewhere, to be 
wasted perhaps or devoted to unapproved uses, 
while great areas of the country may be handi- 
capped by an insufficient supply or suffering from 
actual drouth. A considerable number of reser- 
voirs so distributed through the country that the 
flow may bé conveniently adjusted to the needs 
of particular sections is a better arrangement. 
Hydraulics and currency have analogies. The 
central reservoir gives too many opportunities to 
impound money for selfish ends. The object of 
the currency bill is to prevent this as well as to 
prevent natural scarcity in money due to ex- 
traordinary, demands by business.

CAPITAL PUNZSHMENT A FAILURE. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

Prof, Charles H. Henderson, United States mem- 
ber of the International Prison Commission, has 
convincingly employed a comparative considera- 
tion of the evolution of English criminal law to 
prove that capital punishment is unnecessary. 

Prof. Henderson points out that in the Bight- 
eenth Centuhy about 160 crimes were punishable 
by death under English law. Today capital pun- 
ishment is prescribed for only two or three 
classes of crime by English law. 

Crime has not increased in England. On the 
contrary the ratio of crime has not kept pace 
with the ratio of population and urban residence 
increases. Wherefore, this recognized authorf¢— 
on criminology contends that the experience of 
the British proves that capital punishment is un- 
scientific, inexcusable. 

He might have found equally convincing proof 
nearer home. Capital punishment in this country 
has failed utterly to accomplish the avowed pur- 
pose or justify the contentions of its most vigor- 
ous advocates. 

Michigan is a cosmopolitan State. Its popula- 
tion, its industries, its social life are as thor- 
oughly mixed as those of any state in the Union. 
Michigan abolished capital punishment a hal? 
century ago. 

Theoretically, the ratio of capital crfmes com- 
mitted in Michigan should be greater than in 
North Dakota, an agricultural State, without a 
single large city. Unhappily for the theorists 
such is not the case. 

The same comparison may be made with Kan- 
gas, where the Governors have practically abol- 
ished capital punishment by refusing to sign 
dcath warrants. 

Capital punishment as inflicted tn most states 
operates to cheapen the popular estimate of hu- 
man life rather than as a deterrent of crime. 

The informed opponents of capital punishment 
waste no sympathy on the men executed. They 
are opposed to capftal punishment because it is 
unscientific: because it does not accomplish its 
avowed purpose.

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THE HYDRAULICS OF FINANCE. 

The water supply of a city would be more ef- 
fective if collected in one reservoir than if dis- 
tributed among 12 or 15 tanks, says Senator 
Weeks. His illustration negatives the particular 
point he intended to emphasize against the new 
national bank bill. 

It is the water supply, not of a city, but of an 
entire country for which the bill is to provide. 
One of the possibilities against which it is ex- 
pressly designed to guard is the collecting of 
water in one great reservoir somewhere, to be 
wasted perhaps or devoted to unapproved uses, 
while great areas of the country may be handi- 
capped by an insufficient supply or suffering from 
actual drouth. A considerable number of reser- 
voirs so distributed through the country that the 
flow may be conveniently adjusted to the needs 
of particular sections is a better arrangement. 
Hydraulics and currency have analogies. The 
central reservoir gives too many opportunities to 
impound money for selfish ends. The object of 
the currency bill is to prevent this as well as to 
prevent natural scarcity in toney due to ex- 
preordinaaoy, Semands by business. 
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Japan, it-is said, is offended at our law barring 
imported-goods made by child labor, she being the 
only nation that has no child labor laws. If 
Japan is really progressive, the feeling of offense 
will be removed by a gradual enlightenment as to 
the evils of child labor. Japan might add some 
inches to her moral, and perhaps her physical 
stature, by abolishing the labor of her young chil- 
dren.

CAPITAL PUNXSHMENT A FAILURE. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

Frof, Charles H. Henderson, United States mem- 
ber of the International Prison Commission, has 
convincingly employed a comparative considera- 
tion of the evolution of English criminal law to 
prove that capital punishment is unnecessary. 

Prof. Henderson points out that in the Bight- 
eenth Centuhy about 160 crimes were punishable 
by death under English law. Today capital pun- 
ishment is prescribed for only two or three 
classes of crime by English law. 

Crime has not increased in England. On the 
contrary the ratio of crime has not kept pace 
with the ratio of population and urban residence 
increases. Wherefore, this recognized authorft— 
on criminology contends that the experience of 
the British proves that capital punishment is un- 
scientific, inexcusable. 

He might have found equally convincing proof 
nearer home. Capital punishment in this country 
has failed utterly to accomplish the avowed pur- 
pose or justify the contentions of its most vigor- 
ous advocates. 

Michigan is a cosmopolitan State. Its popula- 
tion, its industries, its social life are as thor- 
oughly mixed as those of any state in the Unton. 
Michigan abolished capital punishment a halt 
century ago. 

Theoretically, the ratio of capital erfmes com- 
mitted in Michigan should be greater than in 
North Dakota, an agricultural State, without a 
single large city. Unhappily for the theorists 
such is not the case. 

The same comparison may be made with Kan- 
sas, where the Governors have practically abol- 
ished capital punishment by refusing to sign 
dcath warrants. : 

Capital punishment as inflicted !n most states 
operates to cheapen the popular estimate of hu- 
man life rather than as a deterrent of crime. 

The informed opponents of capital punishment 
waste no sympathy on the men executed. They 
are opposed to capital punishment because {It is 
unscientific; because it does not accomplish its 
avowed purpose.

19.—MAKING PENNIES 


E speak of copper coins as 

“coppers” for short. In real- 

ity the penny is bronze, a 

mixture of copper, tin and 
zinc. This metal arrives at the mint in 
long bars. It is put into closed cruci- 
bles in a closed furnace, where the In- 
tense heat melts it until it runs Ilke 
water. The melting removes any im- 
purities in the metal. 

The purified mixture is poured into 
long, thin moulds and cooled; afte: 
which it is pressed between powerful 
rollers into sheets the exact thickness 
of a penny. These long, thin strips 
now go to another machine. This one 
is called the ‘‘cutter."’ It cuts-the meta 
into round disks the size of 4 penny 
The scraps fall into a tray beneath and 
are melted again in the furnace, 
that nothing is wasted. 

The blank disks are now brough? tc 
« machine which raises the edges oj 
the coins. This protects the face of the 
renny from a great deal of wear. After 
this process they are baked for two an< 
2 half hours to strengthen them. Then 
they are. ready for fhe stomping ma 
chine. 

Into this machine they are dropped 
down a sloping tube. At the bottom 
cf it they are struck between two discs 
and they come out stamped on both 
sides. Every coin is tested before it 
leaves the mint. The coins pass on : 
revolving belt before an expert, whose

LONDON, July 5.—Lady Sack ville- 
West's ordeal in her fight to retain the 
bulk of the $5,000,000 estate which Sir 
John Murray Scott bequeathed to her 
came to an end yesterday. She was on 
the witness stand for five hours and a 
half in her effort to destroy the suit of 
Scott’s family, who claim that Sir John 
left her nearly his entire fortune because 
he had been the victim of undue influ- 
ence. 

When she took the stand yesterday, 
she such a crowd as might have 
made up the audience at a fashionable 
concert. The wife of Premier Asquith 
and many other titled and prominent 
women were present with a large quota 
of May Fair dandies. Lady Sackville- 
West in the beginning asked the Court 
to consider that she had been ill all 
night and was threatened with nervous 
breakdown. The Court asked her if she 
would care for a chair, it being the En- 
glish custom for witnesses to stand. This 
she declined, saying she would ask for 
a chair if excessive fatigue came upon 
her. 
Looked Through Door Crack. 

The cross-examination was conducted 
by Frederick E. Smith, M. P., one of 
the Unionist party leaders. He began 
by asking her if she did not seek to in- 
vade Sir John’s sickroom against the 
order of his physician, Sir Benjamin 
Franklin. “‘Why, yes,” said she, ‘‘to the 
extent that I merely wanted to l!ro0o0k 
through a crack of the door and see him. 
I had not heard reliably how he was for 
days.”” 

*“Didn’t the Rev. Mr. Scott once de- 
scribe the Sackvilles as locusts? I take 
it that you know the dictionary meaning 
of locust, a migratory creature, devour- 
’ ing every blade of vegetation.”’ 

“Well,” laughed Lady Sackville-West, 
“I am giad to hear it now. I heard of 
it and did not think it was a nice thing 
for a clergyman to write.”’ 

‘‘Were you amused to hear it in the 
first place?” “Yes, I was really amused, 
and am now.”’ 

“Didn’t you at the time make con- 
siderable of a scene about it?’’ 

“Me? Scene about the locusts? When, 
for goodness’ sake?’’ 

“Didn't this cause a row which caused 
you to leave Sir John’s home and go to 
the Ritz Hotel, and didn’t you hear Sir 
John say to his sisters, referring to you, 
that he would not have them subjected 
-to any more billingsgate?’’ 

“Billingsgate? Explain what that 
means. I haven’t looked it up in the 
dictionary, you see.”’ 

The Judge explained that “billings- 
gate’ was a term used to denote coarse, 
low language, such as might be expected 
of fishwives. 

“Do you think I’m a fishwife?’ smiled 
her ladyship, and then declared that it 
was a certainty Sir John never used such 
language concerning her. She flatly de- 
nied the testimony given by Maj. Ar- 
buthnot, who said he had detected Lady 
Sackville and her daughter ransacking 
Sir John’s library of his home. 

Tale Called Invention. 

“His tale,” said she, ‘‘is either a hallu- 
cination or an invention. I never went 
to Sir John's house at dinner time save 
when I was asked. I wish you would 

on me most fully in this matter, 
for it is a serious thing to say of my 
daughter and myself that we were in 

Sir John’s home surreptitiously and se- 
cretly examining his private papers, Al! 
my friends are now discussing it at din- 
ner parties. I would like to have the 
matter fully explained. It is strange that 
if Maj. Arbuthnot saw my daughter and 
myself doing such a thing and reported 
it to Sir John, that Sir John did not 
immediately go to the library to see 
what I may have taken—yes, in spite 
of the fact that he was ill.” 

Asked if she had not been called ‘“‘the 
BWarthquake”’ by the Scott servants be- 
cause she could make the nobleman 
tremble before her, she said this sobri- 
quet' had been applied to her by the en- 
vious Scotts, She admitted, having writ- 
ten to Sir John once when-she was hard 
up, asking for money, and she also ad- 
mitted the authorship of a letter which 
referred. to her benefactor as Scott that 
has “dangled his fortune before our 
' Weary eyes for 10 years.” 

“About two years before Sir John’s 
death, when he always wanted to be 
With us—well, I got so sick of it, you 
know. You do get sick of it when you 
are told every day that he is going to 
change his will.” 

She admitted writing to Sir John on 
hearing that he meant to change his 
will: “I say very little, though you 
treated me very unkindly, and after all 
your promises, leave me in the lurch.

tends to appoint Sayre as one of his: 


assistants as soon as the young man is 
admitted to the bar, was among those 
who dropped in to felicitate Sayre. Some 
of the younger men upbraid Sayre. 
good-natured@ly, for “sneaking off *9 
Washington every now and then fo. 
three months and never letting us know 
about it.” 

Sayre’s present position is that of as- 
sistant to Aanon J. Colnon, who is in 
charge of the bureau of complaints. It 
is Sayre’s duty to listen to the tales 
of woe brought in by hundreds of per- 
sons and to sift out those which are 
in such shape that they ought to be 
placed before the Grand Jury. 

He .entered the office last October 
through the influence of Col. Roosevelt. 
He took his examinations for the bar 
about a week ago and expects to be 
admitted in the fall. 

Resembles the President. 

Sayre has traveled extensively. He 
has shot big game in the Rocky Moun- 
tains, cruised above ‘the Arctic Circle 
and suddenly has made himself one of 
the most talked of persons in the coun- 
try, yet he remains a modest and un- 
assuming young man. He is tall and 
slim and many persons consider that his 
face bears a striking resemblance t9 
that of his prospective father-in-law. 

“Now I will answer any questions 
that I can,”. he said, when he was ap- 
proached by a reporter for the Post- 
Dispatch. “I met Miss Wilson at a 
house party near Lancaster about two 
years ago and we are to be married in 
November. I can’t tell you any more 
details as to when we first became en- 
gaged or the exact date set for the 
wedding, as all that will have to com3 
from the other end. We will be mar- 
ried at the White House.”’ 

It was suggested that perhaps the 
fact that both he and Miss Wilson are 
interested in social work might have 
had something to do with drawing them 
together. 

‘She is such a fine woman,”’ came t'tc 
back the reply quickly, “that it woul: 
have been the same whether she was 
interested in that sort of work or not, 
I don’t think that made any, differ- 
ence.”’ 

Then he picked up a newspaper iu 
which a ficture of his fiancee nad beer 
printed. 

“I wish, if they must publish these 
pictures, that they would do her jus- 
tice,”” he went on. “Not half of them 
show how really attractive she is. It 
is only occasionally that I find one 
that looks. really like her.” 

It was with difficulty that he was led 
to talk about himself. 

“I was graduated from Williams,” he 
finally said, ‘‘in the class of 1909, and 
three years later was graduated from 
the Harvard Law School. I spent two 
summers with Dr. Grenfell in Labradver 
and was much interested in his mis- 
sionary work. I have traveled ail 
through Alaska and have spent consiu- 
erable time in hunting big game in 
the Rocky Mountains, and have been «ll 
through Southern Mexico.”

Picture Not Like Her.

OHN BRECKENRIDGE’ ELLIS’ 

J novel, “The Little Fiddler of the 
Ozarks,” appears in an outer cover 

of scenic brilliancy, much like the Ozark 
literature which.the Frisco Railroad's 
passenger department used to get out in 
the good old days before the receiver- 
ship. 

The Ozarks, having hitherto stood a 
good deal, will probably remain on their 
foundations, whatever the fiction writers 
may say about them, Mr. Ellis has 
chosen to represent one section of the 
Ozark country as the retreat of a par- 
ticularly unsavory pair.

ROOT REVIEWS ROOSEVELT. 

RINCETON University has begun 
oO the publication of the series of 

« “Stafford-Little Lectures,” deliv- 
ered by Senator Elihu Root, Secretary 
of State under the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. The first of the series appear 
under the title “‘Experiments in Govern- 
ment and the Essentials of the Consti- 
tution.’””’ They are very able papers, 
elevated in style and apparently far 
above the level. of partisan politics. 
Nevertheless, they review point by point 
the issues on which Messrs. Root and 
Roosevelt parted company in the cam- 
paign of 1912. Against direct legislation 
by popular vote, against absolute ma- 
jorities,-and more especially against the 
recall of judges and the review and re- 
versal of judicial decisions by majority 
vote at the polls, Mr. Root uses all the 
power he can put into his pile-driver. 
He never loses his poise or his tempef. 
He treats the Roosevelt ‘“‘experiments’’ 
rather in sorruw than in anger, as evi- 
dence of the feebleness of the primitive 
mind, failing in an attempt to think, 
which in itself deserves praise from the 
patriotic and regulation from the judli- 
cious. He names no names. He rises 
far above personalities. But he says 
that a system “with a plebiscite at one 
end and Louis Napoleon at the other 
could not give France free government 
and he quotes Washington against the 
“specious pretexts’” of those who 
through alterations impairing the en- 
ergy of American institutions, ‘‘under- 
mine what cannot be directly over- 
thrown.” (Princeton University Press.)
